meetings foz Divine wozlhip of the ſame. And by the firlt Act in the third Seſſion of Our late Parliament, it is 
declared, that the withdzawing from, and not joyning in, the ſatd publick and oꝛdinary meetings foꝛ DivineP90zlhip, 
is to be accompted ſeditious: And ſickitke, by an erpꝛeſſe clauſe of the firſt Act of the third Seſſion of Our laid Par⸗ 
Uament , all ſuch Miniſters as have not obtained Pzelentations and Collations, and all ſuch as (ould be ſuſpended, 
92 depꝛived, and yet chould dare to pꝛeſume to exerciſe their Miniſtery , are to bepuntſhed as ſeditious Perſons. Mever⸗ 
theleſſe, divers Perſons, diſ-affected to Pur Authozity and Government, do not only withdzaw from the publick 


meetings of Divine Woꝛſlyp in their own Paroch Churches, but under the pꝛetence of Religion, aſſemble themſelves ; 
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
